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The request for reconsideration has been considered, however applicants assertions do not place the application in condition for allowance. 
The rejection of claims 1 , 1 1 , 36, 42-43, 82-88 and 90-96 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Wilson et al., in view of Cao 
et al., is maintained for reasons already of record. Applicants urge that Wilson et al., in view of Cao et al., do not teach the subinhibitory 
amount limitation. However, it is the position of the Office that Wilson et al., teach concentrations of 0.2 ug or 1 lug of INH per ml, growth 
occurs and the bacteria is not killed as evidenced by the INH-induced expression profiles. Thus, Wilson et al., meets the sub-inhibitory 
limitation of the claims. 

Furthermore, it is the position of the Office that differences in concentration or temperature will not support the patentability of subject 
matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence indicating such concentration or temperature is critical. "[Wjhere the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine 
experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955) (Claimed process which was performed at a 
temperature between 40°C and 80°C and an acid concentration between 25% and 70% was held to be prima facie obvious over a 
reference process which differed from the claims only in that the reference process was performed at a temperature of 100°C and an acid 
concentration of 10%.); see also Peterson, 315 F.3d at 1330, 65 USPQ2d at 1382 ("The normal desire of scientists or artisans to improve 
upon what is already generally known provides the motivation to determine where in a disclosed set of percentage ranges is the optimum 
combination of percentages."). For more recent cases applying this principle, see Merck & Co. Inc. v. Biocraft Laboratories Inc., 874 F.2d 
804, 10 USPQ2d 1843 (Fed. Cir.), cert, denied, 493 U.S. 975(1989); In re Kulling, 897 F.2d 1147, 14 USPQ2d 1056 (Fed. Cir. 1990); and 
In re Geisler, 116 F.3d 1465, 43 USPQ2d 1362 (Fed. Cir. 1997).
